continent from 6th to 7th. All the storm 
waves of this month, aa heretofore stated, 

will f-'how untisual cnerpy, because of the 
near ai>proach of tSatum's equinox, and 
from this imtil the fone storms of 1892 
have p.iisivl, all the storms will develo]> 
more than average energy, including 
some of the most destructive and danger- 
ous that have occurred since 18.32. 

"FoMowinff April (J, the next diHturb- 
ance will be due to leave the Pacific coast 
about the 10th, pass the Bocky-Alle- 
gheny valley from 11th to ISth and reach 
the Atlantic cf»aflt about the 14th. This 
storm will close the 62-day rain period, 
which was due to let in about Mudi 1. 

Thf (,'eneral course of this disturbance will 
be along the 40th degree of north latitude, 
but (he ralii4ill win principally be sooth 
of that line. The cool wave following 
and the frosts will not be severerUnd will 
be confined to northern latitudes. 

"Another strom-wave will be due to 
leave the Pacific coast about the 10th, 
cross tho Kocky-Allegheny Valley from 
17th to 18th and reach the Atlantic coast 
about the SOth. This atorm will become 
very dangerous on the Atlantic coast, 
east of New York City, in about the lon- 
gitude of Labrador, on April 21, and it 
will not be safe to be on that part of the 
ocean at that time. At the same time, 
April 21, a dangerous storm ;will be ofl* 
the coast of Alaska, Iwutheast of Bering 
sea. On this continent, this Hi to 20th 
storm will not be remarkable, but the 
cool wave following it will prf)bably de- 
veloj) destructive frosts as far south as 
the o8th degree of north latitude. The 
March storms were almost continuous. 
I expect a great flood in the Missouri 
river during April, from excessive rains 
and melting of the snow in the moun- 
taints."

Electricity's WonderAil Work. 

F.lectrity will bring together atoms so 
- (>mall that millions of tbeni will not dis- 
color water, and, out of these forms a 
tangible, ponderable body of water. We ] 
take a solution of silver, that isa <|uantity 
of silver dissolved in water and other 
liquids, and in this solution insert a cop- 
fier wire with a pieic of silver attached. 
At the other end of the vessel holding 
this lolution we insert an iron spoon with 
another copper wire attached to it. These 
two wires ore then attached toan electric 
battery and acnrrent of electricity pa.ssed 
through them and Uie silver solution. 
The current of electricity dissolves the 
piece of soliil silver into such minute 
atoms that they can not be seen by tho 
most powerful microscope and these 
silver atoms are carried through the 
liquid solution to the other end of the 
vessel by electric enrrent and depoatted 
on the iron spfKni so evenly that an ex- 
pert could not say that it was not moulded 
out of solid silver. Man has discovered 
thisn)uch of nature's workin^sand turned 
it tohisuae. "The electric current is not an 
invention but a diaeovery and it will 
operate only in accord with Statural laws 
and only in a complete circle as we Und 
it in a natural mi^piot.— W. T. Foitar's 
Science Not ee.
